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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-23 are pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-8 and 20-25, drawn to a method, apparatus and computer 
program for the analysis of commercial mortgage-backed portfolios, 
classified in class 705, subclass 36. 

II. Claim 19, drawn to a computer-implemented method of analysis of 
commercial-mortgage-backed portfolios, including determining category 
size for each rating category, calculating combined profitability, computing 
resulting profitability based on trial spread, adjusting trial loan spread, 
classified in class 705,' subclass 38. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

4. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does
